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Protesters 
turn out in 
fight over 
pylon plan 


RALLYING CALL 


Football 
club faces 
brink over 
fund crisis 


UP TO 100 placard-waving 
villagers in Powys turned 
out to fight plans which 
could see massive pylons 
built in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales. 

The protesters were 
among more than 500 people 
who packed out a consulta¬ 
tion meeting held by the 
National Grid at Meifod vil¬ 
lage hall yesterday. 

Campaigners against the 
bid to build pylons and a sub¬ 
station in either Abermule, 
near Newtown, or Cefn 
Coch, near Llanfair Caerein- 
ion, claim it will destroy com¬ 
munities. 

Pete Shah, from Meifod, 
described the proposals as 
“industrial vandalism”. 

He said: “We’re concerned 
about potential health risks, 
the impact these pylons 
could have on the economy 
and tourism and how they 
will completely destroy the 
beautiful landscape we have 
in Meifod. 

“I just hope these propos¬ 
als can be stopped,” he 
added. 

Robert Harvey, who also 
lives in Meifod, said: “We 
intend to fight the plans all 
the way and will be doing 
everything in our power to 
stop these proposals becom¬ 
ing a reality. ” 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies also attended 
the meeting and said he fully 
supported campaigners in 
their fight against pylons.

THE NEW chairman of Oswestry’s re¬ 
launched Chamber of Commerce has 
issued a rallying call for organisations 
to unite in promoting the town. 

Martin Anderson was elected chairman last 
week and has predicted a bright future. 

A pharmacist, Mr Anderson has worked in the healthcare 
sector for over 30 years, both for the NHS and private sec¬ 
tor, and moved to Oswestry four years ago because he liked 
the town, the people and the diverse activities on offer. 
“Oswestry has so much to offer and if we can persuade all 
the organisations to work together there is 
nothing to stop there being a bright and 
prosperous future ahead,” he said. 

“Our aim will be to work together with 
Oswestry Town Council, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil and all other interested parties to bring 
people, business and much-needed invest¬ 
ment to the area.” 

The chamber collapsed when all the offi¬ 
cers resigned and had been functioning with 
an interim management committee until 
last week’s annual meeting. 

Amazed 

But the new chairman says he has been 
amazed by the interest in re-establishing 
the organisation with over 25 people 
attending the meeting and expressions of 
interest from as many as 80 businesses. 

“We may be in a recession but there is a 
real vibrancy and buoyancy about this 
town and now we need to start shouting 
about it,” said Mr Anderson. 

“There’s no point in keeping things a 
secret. We have wonderful attractions 
such as the Cambrian Railway and the 
Oswestry Hill Fort to attract people and 
we need to be out there promoting our¬ 
selves.

WELSHPOOL’S SENIOR 
football club is on the brink 
following a funding crisis. 

Technogroup Welshpool 
is having to rely on loans 
and donations from sup¬ 
porters to cover players’ 
wages to see out the season. 

The club faced an embar¬ 
rassing situation last week 
when the winner of its fund 
raising lottery saw her 
£1,125 cheque bounce. 
While this appears to be 
down to a clerical error, 
with the cheque now hon¬ 
oured, it has highlighted the 
club’s precarious situation. 

The club’s crisis follows 
news that Welshpool-based 
sponsor and main backer 
Technogroup has hit cash 
flow problems and has not 
honoured their sponsorship 
agreement. 

Two years ago Welsh Pre¬ 
mier League side Welshpool 
Town FC agreed to change 
the club name to 
Technogroup Welshpool as 
part of an increased spon¬ 
sorship package which gave 
the company TV exposure. 

Relegation to the Cymru 
Alliance League saw the 
club’s sponsorship package 
slashed by Technogroup, 
but the company has been 
hit by the recession and has 
not paid up this season. 

Club secretary Liam 
Pritchard said the club 
needs the Technogroup cash 
to clear the books for the 
last game of the season at 
Rhyl. 

“I’m not sure what the 
future holds for this club,” 
said Pritchard. “We need to 
know one way or the other 
whether Technogroup are 
to honour the agreement so 
that we can put a plan for 
the future together.” 

No-one at Technogroup 
was available for comment.

Volunteers also took along 
their scale model vertical 
boiler engine, to give adults 
and children rides on a short 
stretch of track.

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Police in 
vow over 
stalking 
inquiries 

POLICE IN POWYS will 
continue to improve on 
investigations relating to 
stalking and harassment, it 
emerged today. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it 
would be doing all it could to 
help tackle harassment 
related crime. 

It comes at the first ever 
National Stalking Aware¬ 
ness Week was launched at 
the Child Exploitation and 
Online Protection Centre 
(CEOP) on Monday. 

Detective Inspector Gary 
Mills of Dyfed-Powys Police 
said investigations relating 
to harassment could be 
linked to some of the most 
serious crimes that the 
police deal with including 
murder, sexual offences and 
domestic abuse. 

He said the impact of 
harassment on victims, fam¬ 
ilies and communities can be 
devastating. 

“Dyfed Powys Police have 
made and are continuing to 
make improvements in the 
investigation of stalking and 
harassment,” he said. 

He said the force had 
introduced numerous new 
measures to help tackle 
problems relating to harass¬ 
ment. 

“Improvements have been 
made through the introduc¬ 
tion of the Domestic Abuse 
Stalking and Harassment 
Risk Assessment (DASH), 
improving the way in which 
the force records incidents of 
stalking and harassment 
and having a single point of 
contact for referrals in rela¬ 
tion to victims of stalking 
and harassment. 

“We are also fully support¬ 
ing the national stalking and 
harassment helpline which 
is accessible through 
www.stalkinghelpline.org 
and is available on the Dyfed 
Powys Police website. 

“The effective police 
response to crimes relating 
to harassment can have a 
direct impact on improving 
public satisfaction and confi¬ 
dence in the criminal justice 
system,” he added. 

The National Stalking 
Awareness Week was also 
launched by three charities 
- Protection Against Stalk¬ 
ing, Suzy Lamplugh Trust 
and Network for Surviving 
Stalking.

Union’s anger over Royal 
Wedding day pay decision 


STAFF WORKING at Oswestry’s Robert 
Jones & Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital 
will not be paid bank holiday rates on the 
Royal Wedding day. 

The decision by the NHS Trust has been 
attacked by Unite - the country’s biggest union 
- who this week “named and shamed” trusts 
who are refusing to give extra cash 


A study by Unite found 
that 115 NHS Trusts have 
told nurses and other med¬ 
ical staff they will only 
receive their normal pay 
rates if they are on duty on 
April 29. 

NHS trusts in Wales, 
Scotland and Northern Ire¬ 
land are all paying staff the 
correct bank holiday rates, 
ranging from an extra 60 per 
cent of pay to double pay, 
said Unite. 

Refusing 

The union said a “signifi¬ 
cant” number of health bod¬ 
ies in England were refusing 
to recognise the day for extra 
pay, which officials said 
went against the spirit of the 
Government’s decision to 
make it a bank holiday. 

Unite national officer 
Rachael Maskell said: “NHS 
staff will be saving lives, 
looking after the sick and 
prepared for emergencies 
while most of Britain will be 
taking a well-earned break 
or celebrating the Royal 
Wedding. 

“Despite the dedication 
and the huge pressure on 


NHS staff, a significant 
number of NHS trusts are 
stubbornly refusing to pay 
bank holiday rates for work¬ 
ing during the Royal Wed¬ 
ding. 

“The Government has 
given the country an extra 
day’s bank holiday to mark 
the occasion but NHS trust 
chief executives on six figure 
salaries are refusing to 
recognise the spirit of the 
occasion. 

“These trusts still have 
time to do the right thing 
and recognise the valuable 
contribution NHS staff 
make to this country.” 

Ruth Tyrrell, associate 
director of human resources 
at the Oswestry hospital 
said: “Staff who are required 
to work on the Royal Wed¬ 
ding day will all receive their 
normal pay and an addi¬ 
tional day’s leave in accor¬ 
dance with their contracts of 
employment. 

“This is in accordance 
with the NHS Employers 
National Proposal as agreed 
with the BMA and the Royal 
Wedding day being a public 
holiday.”

Alert on 
'menace' 
cull calls 
to firms 

WELSHPOOL AREA busi¬ 
nesses are being urged to 
contact the police if they 
receive menacing phone 
calls from anti-badger cull 
organisations. 

The Farmers’ Union of 
Wales said businesses 
around Wales have been 
contacted and asked for 
details of their policy in 
terms of the proposed bad¬ 
ger cull in north Pem¬ 
brokeshire. 

Some have complained 
that the calls have been 
quite threatening and left 
some individuals quite 
shaken. 

“These individuals or 
groups have no right to 
intimidate people in this 
way, and if people feel they 
have been harassed they 
should call the police on the 
non-emergency 101 num¬ 
ber,” said FUW president 
Gareth Vaughan. 

“Businesses should not be 
bullied into holding an opin¬ 
ion on something when they 
have every right to stay neu¬ 
tral or keep their views pri¬ 
vate. 

“Attempting to bully peo¬ 
ple into holding or revealing 
their opinions is something 
which should be stood up to. 

“It is the type of tactic 
used in banana republics 
and there is no place for this 
type of threatening behav¬ 
iour in our democratic soci¬ 
ety. 

“People have every right 
to approve of, oppose or 
remain neutral on the bad¬ 
ger culling issue while keep¬ 
ing their views private.” 

The police have advised 
anyone who receives such 
calls to make a record of as 
many details as possible.

Villagers in vow over 
electric pylon protest

VILLAGERS IN Mid Wales 
vowed to do all in their 
power to stop huge elec¬ 
tricity pylons being put up in 
the countryside near their 
homes. 

Hundreds of residents from 
Meifod flocked to the village com¬ 
munity centre yesterday for a 
National Grid consultation on the 
plans. 

Officials from the National Grid 
were greeted by banners and flags 
protesting against the plans, with 
messages such as “Industrial Van¬ 
dalism” painted onto signs. 

Robert Harvey, from the village, 
said it would be a “travesty” for the 


pylons to be built through the area. 

He said: “It is horrific and it would 
be an absolute travesty to build 
these pylons through the valley, an 
area of outstanding natural beauty. 

“It has so much history and we 
held the 2003 Eisteddfod here. To 
destroy the area for this is a dis¬ 
grace.” 

Beautiful 

Tony Lidster, also from Meifod, 
said he used to support wind power 
but was now firmly against it. 

“I used to think wind power was 
the best way forward, but shame on 
me,” he said. 

“I have now looked into just how 
much power they produce and it is 
not as good as they like to make you 


think. I cannot see why our beauti¬ 
ful area should be damaged so badly 
to light up buildings in Cardiff,” he 
added. 

Anne Watson-Smyth, from the 
village, said wind turbines were not 
an effective way to produce energy. 

She said: “I would say to the 
National Grid, why waste our beau¬ 
tiful countryside when wind tur¬ 
bines need wind to produce? 

“I am also concerned about the 
threat to tourism. 

“We have such a wonderful area 
here, with people coming from all 
over the Midlands and Chester to 
stay in the summer. 

“With these huge pylons they are 
not going to bother coming back and 


local businesses and pubs are going 
to suffer as a result.” 

Jonathan Wilkinson, who has 
been appointed chairman of a new 
steering group in the village to fight 
against the plans, said: “This is a 
most beautiful area and this will 
completely devastate it for years to 
come, and for what?

“It has been a magnificent 
turnout and I am absolutely 
thrilled.” 

Susan Breeze, from nearby Tref- 
nanney, said she was concerned 
about the effect on curlews. 

“We have so many curlews in the 
area and the pylons will ruin it, ” she 
said.

One of the balloons, from Oswestry’s 
Lindstrand company, made the crossing car¬ 
rying a panoramic basket specifically 
designed for wheelchair access. 

And flying in the balloon, with pilot Steve 
Kinsey, was wheelchair user Andrew Jef¬ 
frey. The BBC producer has flown in bal¬ 
loons several times since his accident in 
1979 when, while working in off-shore oil 
drilling in Angola, West Africa, he fell and 
snapped his back at waist level. 

He is involved with the flying charity, Aer- 
obility, and is about to embark on managing 
a new project for them giving disabled peo¬ 
ple the chance to enjoy ballooning.

OVER THE past five years, 
The Ironworks, in Oswestry, 
has become an integral part 
of the community. The venue 
showcases new talent and 
brings established acts to the 
town providing a space for 
leisure and recreation. 


“It’s hard to believe it now,” says 
Steve Gore, who owns and runs the 
venue with his wife, Ros. 

“When we opened, things just took 
off. People used to ask me what it was 
like to run The Ironworks and I’d tell 
them it was like being launched in a 
rocket ship and not having a clue how 
to manage the controls.” 

Steve and Ros bought The Iron¬ 
works in 2003. It had been derelict and 
was in urgent need of restoration. 

“Shortly after we bought it there was 
a Heritage Lottery Fund initiative in 
Oswestry, so we applied for funding 
from that to create The Ironworks,” 
says Steve. “It provided the financial 
kickstart that we needed to undertake 
the project. I think we probably com¬ 
menced work in 2004 and spread it 
across a couple of years, opening in 
December 2006. Now, it’s a fully 
restored building dedicated to being a 
platform for great music.” 

Steve and Ros came from non-musi¬ 
cal backgrounds but had the skills 
needed to turn the venue into a hit. Ros 
had been involved with numerous 
small businesses, including a jewellery 
firm in the south of England. 

When she met Steve and relocated to 
Oswestry, she became the personal 
assistant to hot air balloonist Per Lind- 
strand. Steve, meanwhile, had enjoyed 
a long and fruitful career as a property 
developer. 

“I’d always been involved in prop¬ 
erty restoration,” he says. “Someone 
we knew owned The Ironworks and I

went to have a look at it, speculatively. 
It was a stunning building and the 
immediate thing that came to my mind 
was to convert it into a music venue. 
Retrospectively, it was probably a good 
idea. 

“There’s no High Street frontage, so 
as a retail outlet it wouldn’t have 
worked. It had been used for storage 
but we wanted to do something differ¬ 
ent. Creating a new live music venue 
fitted the bill because then the issue of 
it being set back from the High Street 
didn’t really matter.” 

Adventure 

Steve and Ros worked closely with 
planners to progress their scheme and 
the local conservation office was 
impressed with their work. 

“We didn’t compromise the integrity 
of the building. We created a venue that 
is very open plan. We also used high 
quality materials. All of the woodwork 
is in oak and there is lots of iron too, we 
used fundamental materials to retain 
the historic nature of the building.” 

Steve and Ros had no idea what to 
expect when they launched their live 
music venue. 

“It was a completely new adventure 
for us. Neither of us had any particular 
experience of that industry. We were 
fortunate in that we launched just 
before the recession, when there was 
still a very vibrant night time scene. 
But we had so much to learn. It was a 
massive, colossal learning curve for 
us.” 

When the recession hit, Ros and 
Steve wondered whether they had done 
the right thing. As punters stayed at 


home, their business was unable to 
attract the volume of customers that it 
needed to keep going. 

“Opening it before the recession was 
a nightmare, frankly, it was a quite a 
hairy time. Having said that, we were 
casting around for a new venture and 
that was the idea we most liked. I’d had 
my fill of doing property work in the 
wind and the rain and the snow, build¬ 
ing is a tough old business. Ros and I 
had always had an interest in music 
and so it became a happy marriage of 
our interests and skills.” 

Nowadays, Steve gets to stand at the 
back of the venue, tapping his feet and 
supping a drink, while watching his 
favourite bands perform in his own 
venue. 

“It can be extraordinary,” he says. 
“One thing is for sure, it’s never dull. 

“There have been times when run¬ 
ning The Ironworks has been alarming 
on Si sorts of different levels. 

“Effectively, we just deal with The 
Ironworks now, that’s what we do. It’s 
surprising the quality of the bands that 
we get here. We had a band on recently, 
Larkin Poe, who were playing Ameri¬ 
cana. We just stood back and watched 
them, we knew they were going to go 
places. One of the most exciting things 
about this is that you see bands while 
they are on the way up.” 

But it’s not just an endless stream of 
concerts. The Ironworks functions as a 
bar and also has special interest nights, 
including Vinyl Night. 

The Ironworks remains one of the 
hottest venues in Shropshire. And, 
recession or not, for Steve and Ros the 
show will go on.

A 37 per cent recycling 
rate at the bottom of the 
league table masks some 
important underlying 
achievements in the county. 

The 5,500 householders 
that receive a kerbside recy¬ 
cling service from Cae Post 
are consistently recycling 
over 60 per cent of the type 
of materials we collect, plac¬ 
ing them amongst the high¬ 
est performing households 
in Wales. 

Our pilot scheme to 
include mixed packaging 
plastic in Guilsfield, 
together with the food waste 
collection service from our 
partners Cwm Harry, have 
substantially reduced the 
size of householders’ black 
bag rubbish and has proved 
extremely popular. 

In addition both our busi¬ 
nesses make a huge contri¬ 
bution to some of the most 
difficult and pressing 
employment and environ¬ 
mental issues in the county. 
We have made proposals to 
the Powys council to extend 
these services to improve 
recycling and tackle unem¬ 
ployment and social exclu¬ 
sion countywide at no extra 
cost to taxpayers. 

Getting recycling working 
really well in the county is 
urgent if Powys is to meet 
statutory recycling targets 
and avoid fines for exceeding 
landfill limits.

Court told case over 
dead baby's identity 


A WOMAN HAS appeared in court charged 
with using a dead baby’s identity to apply for 
a mortgage on a house in Oswestry. 

Georgina Sharon Murphy, 53, of Pen y Waun, Chirk, is 
alleged to have applied for a passport in the name of the 
dead baby, who was born in 1957. She also faced a charge of 
fraud while in a position of trust over a deceased woman’s 
estate and other charges involving benefit frauds. 

Murphy, who appeared before Wrexham Magistrates 
Court yesterday, was charged with making a false repre¬ 
sentation between April and May 2007 to obtain a British 
passport in the name of Gail Jones, who died shortly after 
she was born in 1957. 

Trust 

It is also alleged that between May and June 2007, Mur¬ 
phy applied for a £169,500 mortgage in respect of Lake- 
holme Gardens in Oswestry, using the identity of Gail 
Jones. 

It was also alleged in court that between February 2008 
and August 2010, while occupying a position of trust as a 
trustee, when she was expected to act in the best interests 
of four named people, that Murphy abused that position 
intending to make a gain for herself - namely the whole 
estate of Sheila Mary Hand, deceased. 

It is further alleged that between August 2008 and Sep¬ 
tember 2008, Murphy applied for a credit card in the name 
of Sheila Hand, deceased, and spent a total of £1,585. 

In addition, the defendant faces six benefit fraud allega¬ 
tions. 

They include that in February 2008 Murphy had failed to 
declare that she had capital of £16,000 from the estate of 
Miss Sheila Hand which would have affected her entitle¬ 
ment to receive housing and council tax benefit. 

She also faces five counts of furnishing false representa¬ 
tion in a bid to obtain benefits. 

Murphy was bailed to appear at the magistrates court on 
May 23 when committal proceedings to the crown court are 
expected to take place.

THE WELSHPOOL & Llanfair Light Railway 
opens its new running season on Saturday.

Several sections of track have been relaid, one of the 
original engines has had its boiler lifted out and tubes 
replaced, while the volunteer team of “hedgebashers” 
have been opening up the views for passengers, particu¬ 
larly on the rollercoaster section of line between the 
Banwy river bridge and Cyfronydd station. 

Trains will be running every day until Easter, and 
from the Saturday to Easter Monday itself a busy two- 
train timetable will be worked, with children getting an 
extra surprise. 

Chocolate 

Accompanied children who ride the line between Good 
Friday and Easter Monday will be given a free chocolate 
egg and a child’s return ticket costing just £1. 

With the season getting under way, the pace will 
quicken for the staff and many volunteers who run the 
eight-mile narrow gauge line. 

A major priority will be the return to steam of the line’s 
no 12 “Joan”, an 0-6-2 Kerr Stuart tank built in 1927 for 
service on the sugar lines of Antigua. 

Joan has been at Llanfair since 1971 but was last 
steamed in 1991. Over the past five years a meticulous 
restoration has been taking place, including the fitting of 
a completely new boiler, and the final pipework is now 
being added ready for a return to service early in the new 
season. 

W&LLR General Manager Terry Turner said: “Hope¬ 
fully many visitors will come and discover the best way 
of seeing our scenery, from the carriages of a Welshpool 
& Llanfair train.”

Warning on doorstep sale 
scam of cut-price power 


RESIDENTS IN POWYS are being warned to 
avoid door-to-door sellers offering cut-price 
electricity for pre-payment meters. 

Powys Citizens’ Advice Bureau claimed peo¬ 
ple struggling to pay fuel bills had been conned. 
The sellers typically offer about £50 credit for 
£25, using their own key to add false credit to 


the pre-payment 
meter. 

The process wipes all the 
information from the cus¬ 
tomer’s original key, includ¬ 
ing any existing credit. 

But once the energy com¬ 
pany is aware of the fraud 
the customer is required to 
pay again, this time covering 
the full amount for the 
energy they have used. 

Resist 

The scam first came to 
light over the summer and 
since then energy companies 
have begun warning their 
customers. 

Some customers believe 
they Eire being offered a gen¬ 
uine special offer while oth¬ 
ers know that the credit is 
not legitimate but find the 
offer too tempting to resist. 

Muriel Ryan, Powys CAB 
manager, urged people not 
to fall for “too good to be 
true” offers. 

She said: “These offers 
must seem very attractive to 
people already struggling 
with household budgets and 
rising fuel bills but, as with 
all ‘too good to be true’ 
offers, this one will cost you 
more in the long run.” 

“The bureau is concerned 


that some pre-payment 
meter customers Eire accept¬ 
ing doorstep offers of cut- 
price electricity credit only 
to have to pay the full price 
when the fraud is detected 
later on. 

“The added fear is that 
this bogus offer, which is 
Edready catching out many 
households, may become 
more appealing as people’s 
energy costs rise through 
heating their homes this 
winter. 

“We would urge people 
not to be tempted and forced 
to pay twice but to use a 
legitimate and trusted sup¬ 
plier like the Post Office or 
one offering PayPoint or 
PayZone, not a door-to-door 
seller.”

Wildlife fears as bid to rip 
out hedges sparks protest

A PLAN TO tear up hedgerows in West Felton is meeting protests 
from villagers and environmentalists. 

JC and MW Suckley of Nesscliffe have applied to Shropshire Council 
to remove hedgerows and a number of field trees in Babbinswood, 
Grimpo and West Felton in order to “improve the workability” of their 
land but protesters are concerned about wildlife if the work goes ahead. 

“It is seriously disappointing that a 
local landowner should care so little 
about the landscape and its wildlife,” 
said Colin Preston, Director of Shrop¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust. 

“This industrial approach to farming is 
hugely destructive to our environment. It 
impoverishes the countryside and reduces 
the quality of life for people who live in the 
area. 

“Grubbing out the hedges would result in 
a prairie-style kind of agriculture more 
often associated with East Anglia than 
Shropshire.” 

Objection 

Strong local opposition to the proposal 
has been registered, including the vast 
majority of West Felton Parish Council. 

David Ward-Smith, a local resident, 
lodged a formal objection stating: “This 
hedge is very old and should not be 
destroyed in the pursuit of profit. 

“For many birds, insects, butterflies and 
small mammals this habitat is a lifeline and 
as many species are fast disappearing 
hedges should be treasured and protected,” 
he added. 

Another local, Robert Hesketh says: “I 
regularly walk the footpaths over these 
fields and take pleasure in observing 
wildlife in our beautiful Shropshire system 
of fields and hedgerows. 

“It would be a disgrace for these hedges to 
be destroyed merely to make it a little bit 
more convenient for contractors to 
manoeuvre their massive machines in what 
are already large fields.” 

The Campaign for the Protection of Rural 
England (CPRE) has also strongly objected. 


Youth arrested 
in drain cover 
thefts inquiry 

A ST MARTINS youth has been arrested in 
connection with the recent spate of drain 
cover thefts from villages in the Welshpool 
area. 

Police say the thefts were posing a serious 
danger to life and the 17 year old from St 
Martins, who has not been named for legal 
reasons, has been released on police bail 
until May 13 with a condition that he does 
not enter Powys. A vehicle linked to the 
offence has also been seized. 

Police have praised the public for their 
support in making the arrest, confirming it 
was residents who raised the alarm and as a 
result, after the most recent theft, seven 
storm drain covers from Guilsfield have 
been recovered and returned. 

The suspect has been linked to a similar 
offence in Llansantffraid and inquiries con¬ 
tinue into other offences. 

Inspector Diane Davies said: “I have per¬ 
sonally phoned members of the public who 
provided this lead to thank them. There is 
no doubt that their information has led to 
the identification of a suspect and also the 
recovery of stolen property. The theft of 
drain covers is particularly frustrating.” 

Police have urged the public to remain 
vigilant in the area.

and finished his league 
career at Filbert Street 
before going into manage¬ 
ment at Corby Town, Ket¬ 
tering Town, Rugby 
Town, Great Harwood 
and finally Oswestry 
Town. 

He is the second former 
Oswestry boss to die in 
the space of a month, fol¬ 
lowing the death of 
Trevor Storton.

OUTSIDE HIS HOME on 
Brook Street, Graham 
Roberts and his wife, 
Ann, sit on the wall they 
played on as kids and 
watch as cars and lorries 
negotiate the new one¬ 
way system. 

Once part of the east-west 
escape route to the coast, and a 
favourite gateway for holiday 
traffic, it’s unlikely the street will 
ever again hear the words “Are 
we nearly there yet?” emanating 
from the back seats of passing 
cars. 

“When you have lived here 40 
years it’s strange to have cars 
going the other way,” says Ann. 

“But if you really want the low- 
down ... crossing the road by the 
Spar is horrendous because of the 
one-way. On a Monday, because 
it’s market day, it can take five 
minutes to get across.” 

The one-way appears to have 
made the boy racers race harder 
too. “We had it before but it’s 
worse now,” says Graham. 

But you can’t help but envy 
Graham. He’s retiring this week, 
aged 60, after 38 years as a serv¬ 
ing firefighter. More time to 
spend on Brook Street, Welsh¬ 
pool. 

Cats up trees, women’s feet in 
cattle grids. . . nothing surprises 
a firefighter. 

“The woman whose foot got 
stuck in the cattle grid during a 
‘do’ at Powis Castle... I think she 
was a bit embarrassed to find her¬ 
self surrounded by six firemen.” 

The quiet life for Graham will 
include making greetings cards.

“Happy retirement” probably 
being amongst the first. 

Or perhaps he could simply put 
his feet up and watch the world go 
by - in one direction, of course. 

Trade 

One-way is a direction that 
garage owner Alan Ballard, of H 
Ballard & Son (“I’m the son & 
son,” says Alan, “And I’ve got 
three & Sons working for me 
now”) knows a bit about. The 
new road layout has hit his trade 
hard. 

“It used to be good, it isn’t 
now,” he says. “We rely on pass¬ 
ing trade quite a lot and no traffic 
is coming passed me now.” 

“Seventy-five per cent of my 
trade used to come from the east- 
west route and now that’s gone.” 


And the positives? “There are 
no positives,” says Alan. 

He does have loyal customers, 
however, who are prepared to 
travel for good service - and that 
is something the garage has 
offered since it was established on 
Brook Street in 1928. 

Motorist Eleanor Pryce comes 
to Alan because, in the proper old- 
fashioned way, he still fills up for 
customers on the forecourt and 
takes the time to chat to them. 

“You don’t get service like this 
much anymore,” says Eleanor. 

And Alan points out that to 
drive the few yards from his other 
premises over the road to this 
garage, he now has to take a half- 
mile detour round the one-way 
merry-go-round. 


While “The Knowledge” is 
something that might come in 
handy for motorists round these 
parts, inside the library on Brook 
Street people are filling their 
heads with knowledge of a differ¬ 
ent kind. 

They also use the internet 
access and sit around reading 
newspapers. A reading group 
meets here and there is story¬ 
telling for children. 

Gym 

Roger Foulkes has managed 
the facility for 16 years. 

“A library is like a gateway to 
information and contemporary 
culture, if that doesn’t sound too 
grand, and a book is still a fan¬ 
tastic thing.” 

And another thing - you are 
allowed to talk normally in the 
book aisles nowadays. 

“The days of hush-hush are 
gone,” says Roger. “So speak 
up!” 

Up the road at the Armoury 
Recreation Centre, I find myself 
in the middle of a group of ladies, 
and one man, all getting a sweat 
on. Nice gym you’ve got, Mark 


Stevens. Wish I’d come on zumba 
day. 

Manager Mark gets asked all 
sorts, and he’s happy to help. 

“There’s always somebody 
who asks the most bizarre ques¬ 
tions. The exercise equipment 
has all the instructions on it but 
somebody will say ‘I don’t want 
to do that, it will tone my bum’. 
They say ‘I don’t want to tone my 
bum, big as it is!’ And I can’t say, 
‘It won’t make your bum bigger, 


it will just be more toned!”’ An 
example of another good form of 
exercise in evidence in Brook 
Street - gardening. David Lloyd’s 
garden is lovely, complete with 
gnomes, water features and its 
crowning glory - windmills, all 
spinning in the breeze. 

Cars are not the only thing that 
go round and round in circles on 
Brook Street. 

“I started the windmills years 
ago,” says David.

The police spokesperson 
added: “He has been 
arrested on suspicion of 
committing fraud by dis¬ 
honestly obtaining ser¬ 
vices and also criminal 
damage.”

AN INDEPENDENT con¬ 
sultant has backed the 
“super-dairy” plans. 

Malcolm Graham, an 
independent consultant 
nutritionist, specialising in 
the dairy sector, has labelled 
objections to the Leighton 
plans as “ill-informed” and 
“exaggerated”. 

The original plans were 
withdrawn following con¬ 
cerns from the Environment 
Agency. 

There were also objections 
from a locally-formed action 
group, Leighton School, 
Compassion in World Farm¬ 
ing and The National Trust. 

Mr Graham, a member of 
the British Institute of Agri¬ 
cultural Consultants, says 
he hopes the debate can be 
decided on its merits and 
settled by local people 
through the plans process. 

He said: “I have extensive 
experience of all types of 
dairy farming systems. Hav¬ 
ing carefully examined the 
design of this unit I can say 
that, if properly managed, it 
will produce the highest 
standards of environmental 
impact reduction, animal 
welfare and minimal nui¬ 
sance to its neighbours. 

“Whilst I have no involve¬ 
ment in this project, I am 
confident to say that, from 
industry reputation, I have 
no concerns about the own¬ 
ers’ experience and compe¬ 
tence and believe they can 
provide the management 
standards required.” 

Farmer Fraser Jones has 
disputed concerns about 
welfare, saying his animals’ 
health will be monitored all 
the time, and the dairy 
would improve milking con¬ 
ditions. 


Corrie star backs protest 
over super-dairy proposal 

CORONATION STREET star Kate Ford 
has backed campaigners fighting plans 
for a super-dairy near Welshpool. 

The actress, who plays villain Tracy Barlow, 
has announced she is opposed to plans submit¬ 
ted to Powys County Council by farmer Fraser 
Jones for the dairy in Leighton. 

Mr Jones resubmitted plans for the dairy, which 
could house 1,000 cattle, in February. 

Mrs Ford is opposing the dairy scheme because she 
is a supporter of Compassion in World Farming’s 
“Cows Belong in Fields” campaign and also believes 
that a life “permanently indoors equates to no life at 
all”. 

She said: “I sympathise hugely with the residents of 
Leighton, whose village will be overwhelmed by the 
mega-farm proposed. 

Threat 

“I know I wouldn’t want to live next door to a 
mega-farm, or have my kids go to school right next 
door to one, with all the health risks, who would? 

“I also sympathise hugely with the dairy cows. 

Mega, indoor dairy farms pose a horrifying threat to 
animal welfare because cows kept indoors have less 
opportunity to perform important natural behav¬ 
iours and to exercise. 

“I also sympathise with the hundreds of small- 
scale farmers who are being pushed out of the busi¬ 
ness,” she said. “Our countryside wouldn’t be the 
amazing resource it is without our small, traditional 
farms, and the cows grazing in the fields. 

“We need to stop the increasing industrialisation 
of livestock farming before we end up like the US. 

“I urge everyone to object to the plans for the 
farm’s expansion and stop this mega-farm in its 
tracks.” 

When he re-submitted the plans for the dairy, Mr 
Jones said: “I have made a few alterations. 

“There were concerns that manure from the dairy 
would be spread onto rented ground and if I was to 
lose that ground then I would have nowhere to 
spread the manure. 

“That has changed and I now intend to spread 
manure on ground I own.” 

Mr Jones added: “There’s going to be a lot more 
trees and plantations to mask the visual impact - 
about treble the amount there was in the original 
plans.”

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New bus 
group in 
MP plea 

A NEW BUS users group in 
Shropshire is to write to the 
county’s MPs to ask them to 
show their support for 
buses. 

The Bus Users Shropshire 
group was launched earlier 
this month and held its first 
meeting on Saturday, which 
organisers described as 
“excellent”. 

It was at the meeting that 
members agreed to write to 
the county’s MPs as they try 
to ensure politicians under¬ 
stand the importance of 
buses.

Today Peter Gilbert, act¬ 
ing chairman of the new 
group said 30 people 
attended its first meeting on 
Saturday with Baschurch, 
Bridgnorth, Longden, Lud¬ 
low, Oswestry and Shrews¬ 
bury all represented.

Jane's book shines 
light on her career 


A STAINED GLASS artist who has 
worked on Shrewsbury Abbey, 
Oswestry’s St Oswald’s and 
numerous churches across the 
country has published a book 
about her life and works. 

Jane Gray, who lives on the banks of 
the River Severn just outside Shrews¬ 
bury, was the first woman to become a 
liveryman of the Worshipful Company 
of Glaziers and her work also graces 
homes across the country as well as 
places of worship. 

Among her many creations is the Millen¬ 
nium window at St Oswald’s, Oswestry, 
which was dedicated in 2004. 

Jane says: “It is the largest church window 
I have made so far. Four tall lights, with eight 
traceries along the top. 

“A large capital ‘O’ fills all four lights. This 
is for Oswald. Oswestry takes its name from 
the story of the King of Northumbria who 
was killed in battle. His enemies cut up his 
body and nailed some of it to a tree - hence 
Oswaldstree. 

Spotted 

“At the centre of the large oval is a contin¬ 
uum - symbol of eternity, representing the 
faith, with spiralling shafts reaching out to 
all directions. 

“The tree grows in the remaining space, 
bearing on its branches roundels which rep¬ 
resent fruits, containing signs and symbols 
connected with the life of Jesus, which is 
what the Millennium is all about. ” 

After moving to Shropshire, Jane’s work 
was spotted by members of the Guild of St 
Winefride who had been saving profits from 
the Shrewsbury Abbey Gift Shop to provide 
some sort of beautification for the Abbey. 

Jane says: “When they saw my display they 
decided to commission a window dedicated to 
St Winefride. The window was installed in 
1992. It is quite a large one, six lights on two 
levels and it is in the north aisle of the 
Abbey.” 

In 1990 Jane had a commission for a win¬ 
dow in St Peter’s Church on Monkmoor

Road, Shrewsbury, and went on to complete 
a memorial window for Sir David Offley 
Wakeman at St Peter and Paul’s Church at 
Fitz in Shropshire and a window marking the 
50th anniversary of the D-day landings in St 
Mary’s in Chirk. 

Jane has penned Playing with Rainbows, a 
book starting with her enrolling as a student 
at the Kingston School of Art in 1949 and 


ending in 2010 with Jane still creating win¬ 
dows, as she says “while I still have my health 
and strength I will carry on working in the 
medium I love”. 

The book, published by Ellingham Press in 
Much Wenlock, is available now from Elling¬ 
ham Press (cheque for £15 plus £3 postage), 
and can be ordered through bookshops or on 
Amazon priced £15.

YOU DON’T have to be 
mad to work here but it 
helps. 

Annette Burgess is one fiesty 
character, a realist with a sharp 
sense of humour and an inspiring 
determination to succeed. 

The kind of womsm who admits 
her job is hard work while know¬ 
ing that she thrives on the rush of 
getting it done and getting it right. 
The kind of woman who is only too 
happy to say juggling motherhood 
and a demanding career is never 
going to be easy but that the sim¬ 
plest decision in the world is 
choosing hunting dinosaurs in the 
gEirden with her five-yeEir-old son 
Callum over financial forecasting 
on a Sunday Eifternoon. 

It’s why she is at the forefront of 
bringing the smoothest lines of 
communication to WEdes from her 
office just outside Welshpool. 

Because Annette Burgess, Man¬ 
aging Director of Welsh broad¬ 
band provider Exwavia, knows 
what makes the world go Eiround 
both personally and profession¬ 
ally. 

Born near Henley-on-Tlmmes, 
the “forty-something” entrepre¬ 
neur was keen to recapture the 
quality of life the countryside 
afforded her while growing up. 

But one Sunday afternoon at 
home with her husband and son 
she got a taste of what rural living 





can mean when her broadband 
was lost for the entire weekend. 

“I Eirrived in work on Monday 
like a bear with a sore head,” ssud 
Annette. “I just thought, it should¬ 
n’t happen, and there had to be a 
way to solve the problem” 

Annette formed Exwavia two 
years ago. Originally an IT consul¬ 
tancy company delivering high- 
end technical solutions 
throughout the UK, she quickly 
shifted its emphasis towards 
broadband once she had problems 
and sent her research and devel¬ 
opment team off to find an answer. 

Inspired 

“I asked if there was some way 
they could fix the problem .. . and 
they did, ” she SEdd. “After rigorous 
testing and talking to business 
and home users in Wales we 
launched our broadband offer¬ 
ing.” 

Annette said Exwavia is now 
focused on delivering “robust and 
sustainable communications” to 
Wales.

Creative 

The tesim is growing with the 
demand and Annette is a natural 
leader understanding the need for 
clear gosds and structure and a 
creative environment where out¬ 
bursts of laughter are encouraged. 

Annette’s bubbly nature and

“Wear wraparound 
glasses or sunglasses to keep 
pollen out of your eyes, don’t 
rub or scratch your eyes and, 
if you wear soft contact 
lenses, eye drops should not 
be used while the lenses Eire 
being worn, unless the drops 
are specifically formulated 
for this purpose.”

“Pollen gets trapped in 
your hair so make sure you 
keep your fringe off your 
face as this will ensure that 
pollen doesn’t fall into your 
eyes.”

Big ideas for town 
in boundary review 


THE TOWN OF Oswestry could 
officially grow - thanks to a 
boundary review of parishes in 
the area. 

Town councillors say they should have 
responsibility for all the land up to Oswes¬ 
try’s bypass, some of which currently falls 
under the Oswestry Rural Parish area. 

And councillors are also making a bid for 
an area west of the town to come under its 
boundaries. Town clerk, Mr David Preston, 
said Shropshire Council was carrying out a 
community review of Oswestry, looking at 
election arrangements and the number of 
councillors in each ward. 

“It recognises that there is a disparity in 
the number of electors in different wards,” 
Mr Preston said. 

Welcomed 

He said councillors welcomed the review. 

“They believe that the boundary between 
the town and the rural parish should be 
realigned alongside the bypass to make a 
more identifiable boundary,” he said. 

“Councillors would also like to see part of 
the Trefonen Road, Broomhall Lane and 
Broomhall Close come within the town’s 
boundaries rather than Trefonen. 

“The town council is also calling for 
Oswestry’s Gatacre ward to be reviewed 
because of confusion that exists from the 
last boundary review.” 

Oswestry’s Mayor, Councillor Elaine 
Channon, said: “This community gover¬ 
nance review is important and will have an 
impact on the area. 

“We are pleased that there will be wide¬ 
spread consultation and we hope that the 
review will recognise the expansion of 
Oswestry into the countryside that is still 
part of the Oswestry Rural area. 

“We also hope that the review will alter 
some of the town ward boundaries as there 
are some hugely disproportionate areas in 
terms of population.” 

Town councillors who are responsible for 
areas in eastern Oswestry in particular have 
vastly bigger numbers of electors. 

Shropshire Council is to consult with 
parishes and other interested bodies over 
the coming weeks before putting forward 
boundary change proposals.

£20,000 grant part 
of democracy push 


OSWESTRY TOWN council is 
in line to receive £20,000 to 
help get the community more 
involved in local democracy. 

The town has won a bid for the cash 
as part of the Shropshire Planning 
Vanguard scheme - one of only 87 
schemes across the whole of Britain to 
be chosen. 

The town council says it is too early 
to say how the cash will be spent but 
says it is an exciting new project, part 
of the Government’s localism initia¬ 
tive. 

Oswestry Town Council has been a 
long-time supporter of the localism 
idea, which wants to see more grass 
roots democracy. 

Councillors say they are keen to 
build on the strength of the town coun¬ 
cil, particularly following the re-organ¬ 
isation of local government in 
Shropshire and the loss of Oswestry 
Borough Council. 

Recently the council launched new 
internet links to its own website, 
including its own Facebook and Twit¬ 
ter site, to encourage members of the 
public to get involved with the day-to- 
day life of the council. 

The recent success of its markets has 
been helped by promoting them via the 
internet as well as traditional advertis¬ 


ing. Town clerk, Mr David Preston, 
said: “The town council has also 
reformed its youth council which is 
looking at various initiatives.” 

He said Oswestry had been chosen to 
be in the second wave of funding and he 
expected the £20,000 grant to be given 
later this year. 

A link officer from the Department 
for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment will be appointed to work with 
those successful in gaining the grants. 

Partnership 

Partnership working has also helped 
the town council to win a reputation 
for getting involved in and involving 
the community in local democracy. 

The council has been involved in a 
wide range of partnerships, from its 
work in the market towns initiative to 
joining forces with the Treble Niners 
and the Rotary Club charities to stage 
a successful bonfire night. 

One of the latest partnership initia¬ 
tives is its involvement in the The 
Oswestry Town Plan Steering Group. 

The Deputy Town Mayor, Council¬ 
lor Cynthia Hawksley, said: “This is a 
most exciting opportunity for Oswes¬ 
try. We have much to look forward to in 
Oswestry and it is important that as a 
council and a community that we come 
together to develop and share an 
agenda.”

NHS now uses 
hospice's help 
in counselling 

OSWESTRY’S HOPE House Hospice has gained 
such a reputation for helping bereaved families it is 
being used by the emergency services and the NHS. 

The hospice is now helping families who have not been 
involved with Hope House in the past but who are strug¬ 
gling to cope with the death of a child. 

The hospice runs a highly successful Building Bridges 
project which supports brothers and sisters of children and 
young people who have died. And it also offers bereavement 
support with a family counsellor employed to offer help to 
all Hope House families. 

Referrals 

Fundraiser Rachel Jones said referrals for this service 
will also be accepted from families in the wider community 
who are affected by childhood bereavement, often in very 
traumatic circumstances. 

“We provide respite for terminally ill children and their 
families and we do a lot of work with the extended families - 
- brothers and sisters - and provide a lot of counselling sup¬ 
port for mums and dads as well. 

“We have now become so expert at speaking to families 
over the years that we now actually get referrals from the 
NHS, Social Services and the emergency services to care for 
families who have lost a child in any circumstance - be it a 
cot death, a fire, a suicide or road traffic accident. 

“We can give them bereavement support for as long as 
they need us after the death of the child. There isn’t another 
service in the area that can provide the long-term care plans 
that we can. We are open 24 hours a day, 365 days a year and 
we don’t charge a penny for our services.” 

The hospice needs more than £4 million to keep its doors 
open and run its services. 

“Of that, we get 30 days’ funding from the Government, 
the NHS and other statutory bodies, which means that over 
95 per cent of our funding comes from voluntary income,” 
Rachel said.

TWO OSWESTRY youths who dropped out of college have 
found their way back into potential careers through an 
employment programme.

LANDOWNERS AND farmers should attend 
public exhibitions in their area to view pro¬ 
posals to connect wind farms in Mid Wales to 
the national grid in Shropshire, a chartered 
surveyor has warned. 

Shaun Jones, from the professional department at 
Shrewsbury-based estate agents, chartered survey¬ 
ors, auctioneers and valuers Halls, says it’s impor¬ 
tant that landowners and farmers pay close 
attention to the two proposed substation sites and 
the route of power lines from North Powys to the 


Shropshire border. 

A new 400,000 volt con¬ 
nection from the proposed 
substation will link up with 
an existing National Grid 
line near either Oswestry or 
Shrewsbury as part of a plan 
to build a new substation. 

Two proposed sites have 
been put forward for the 
substation; either at Aber- 
mule, near Newtown, or at 
Cefn Coch, near Llanfair 
Caereinion. 

A substation is needed to 
collect power from a cluster 
of wind farms, to which new 
132,000 volt connections Eire 
being developed. The con¬ 
nection could be by overhead 
or underground cables, or a 
combination of both. 

National Grid is holding 
48 public exhibitions, which 
started this week and will 
run until May 6, as part of a 
consultation exercise. 

“It is potentially the 
biggest infrastructure pro¬ 
ject for the area in the last 30 
years and is going to have a 
huge impact on a large num¬ 
ber of landowners both in 
North Powys and Shrop¬ 
shire, ” said Mr Jones. 

“It’s important that they 
seek professional advice if 
they wish to object to the 
substation location or the 
proposed power cable con-

nection routes. The pro¬ 
posed pylons are 150 feet 
tall, 350 yards apart and, 
potentially, very intrusive 
within the lEmdscape. 

“Due to renewable energy 
targets it is highly likely the 
scheme will go Eihead. Objec¬ 
tions need to be well 
researched to be persuasive 
and they must be submitted 
by June 3,” he said. 

“Proposed cable routes 
include the corridor along 
the A458 from Abermule 
along the northern side of 
the Rea vedley from Forden 
via Worthen to Cardeston 
and Walford Heath. 

“The proposed route from 
the Cefn Coch substation 
will go along the A495 
through the Meifod valley 
via Llansantffraid, Maes- 
bury Marsh, Queen’s Head 
to Lower Frankton. Other 
routes will involve Arddleen, 
Melverley Green, Argoed, 
Shotatton and Wigmarsh.” 

He added: “Those that are 
affected by the proposed 
works will also need profes¬ 
sional advice to assess com¬ 
pensation payments, which 
we can handle.”

A SHREWSBURY musician 
who wrote a popular song 
about his home town has 
returned to the music scene 
with a new track.

AN OSWESTRY 

TEENAGER has won two 
major awards from the silver 
band that he plays in. 

For the first time in Por- 
thywaen Silver Band’s his¬ 
tory, Ross Johnson, 15, has 
been named not only the 
Youth and Training 
Bandsperson of the Year but 
also the Senior Bandsman of 
the Year.

Day wall of water ruined town

OSWESTRY RESIDENTS 
couldn’t believe their eyes. 
One eyewitness said it was as 
if a dam had burst above the 
town. 

In the dead of night, Oswestry was hit 
by a great torrent of millions of gallons 
of water which washed away things in 
its path and left streets strewn with 
debris. 

Gardens were destroyed and shops 
and homes were flooded. The force of the 
water rolled back road surfaces like a 
carpet. 

Amid the disbelief, the damage, and

the inconvenience, there was also 
another emotion - relief. It had all hap¬ 
pened when the roads were empty. A 
firefighter was swept from his motorcy¬ 
cle, but nobody was hurt. 

Of course, the events in the early 
hours of June 27, 1981, were small fry 
compared with the tragedy we have seen 


in Japan. But Oswestry folk had never 
seen anything like it. Millions of gallons 
of water exploded through the streets 
when a massive 100-year-old water main 
burst at 2am. The burst blew a crater 
several feet deep under a stone wall 
round Brogyntyn Park, about 100 yards 
from Oswestry fire station. 

The 39-inch cast iron main laid in 1880 
was carrying 20 million gallons a day to 
Liverpool from Lake Vyrnwy. 

Between two and three million gallons 
of water cascaded down Mount Road and 
Willow Street which hours later looked 
like the bed of a river. The basement of 
Astons furnishers was under about 2ft of 


water, ruining valuable stock. The alarm 
was raised by a firefighter Mike Wilkin¬ 
son, who was on his way home with his 
wife Jane from a fire service party. 
Speaking at the time he recalled: “We 
were walking up Mount Road when all of 
a sudden we heard this gush of water. 
There was a loud roar, like a river in 
flood. It was unbelievable. I got to the 
station and raised the alarm.” 

His twin Tony met the full force of the 
water as he rode to the station on his 
motorcycle. “I was on my way to the sta¬ 
tion and came into Willow Street. The 
water just swept the bike from under me. 
The force was tremendous.” 


One of the worst-hit properties was 
Cedar Combe, the bungalow home of Mr 
and Mrs Adrian Jones, of Mount Road. 

“The dogs woke us and we could hear 
a roaring noise,” said Mr Jones. 

“When I looked outside I thought I was 
dreaming. Water was jumping in the air. 
The noise was terrific. The water burst 
through the drive - and then part of the 
garden just collapsed before our eyes.” 

His wife Marlene said: “You had to see 
it to believe it. It was just like a dam 
bursting.” 

The pipe, which came under the then 
North West Water Authority, was 
quickly isolated.

WHEN owners bring their pets in for a check up, for what¬ 
ever reason, it is a standard part of our history taking to 
inquire about their diet; it’s just an important part of get¬ 
ting a feel for the lifestyle of the patient, and putting 
together the pieces of a diagnostic jigsaw. 

It’s interesting, however, to notice how owners respond to 
the question: ‘What do you feed him on?’ Some get very defen¬ 
sive, presuming they are about to have a lecture on the dan¬ 
gers of obesity, while others think you’re about to try to sell 
them something more expensive. One response I often get 
from cat owners is: ‘Well, it varies... he’s such a fussy eater.’ 

As a cat owner myself, I understand what they mean; what 
is eaten enthusiastically one day is rejected with complete dis¬ 
dain the next. We know that cats do indeed show a greater 
degree of preference for certain food types than most dogs do, 
and of course they are able to supplement their intake with 
what they catch and what the neighbours put out for them. 

But an interesting study undertaken at the Waltham Cen¬ 
tre for Pet Nutrition, in Leicestershire, has shown that cats 
tend to regulate their nutritional intake to give them an opti¬ 
mal proportion of protein, fat and carbohydrate in their diet - 
that’s to say that given the choice, they will target a diet with 
the same levels of these nutrients as occurs in their natural 
prey of mice and birds. 

Feeding preferences 

The centre followed the feeding preferences of dozens of 
cats over a two year period, offering a number of bowls con¬ 
taining foods with different nutrient contents. Although cats 
would move around and select different amounts from differ¬ 
ent bowls, they consistently garnered the same overall nutri¬ 
tional intake. 

I find it amazing to think that cats are so ‘hard-wired’ that 
in spite of what we offer them, they instinctively select what 
they need to give themselves the balance of nutrients upon 
which they are designed to function best. 

I also find it somewhat surprising that cats in a research 
establishment behave so optimally, whereas it still seems to 
me that many of our pet cats are still prone to being just 
bloody-minded! 

While I would hope to be able to reassure owners of fussy 
cats that their pets are secretly and cleverly calculating their 
optimal nutritional input, there’s part of me that doesn’t 
believe it, and I suspect some of our cats are just taking some 
sort of perverse pleasure in snootily rejecting the bowl full of 
food which they eagerly tucked into yesterday.

Humble birds 
deserve our 
respect, too 


EASTER is a time of life and death. If Christianity is your particular 
brand of religion, then you will be celebrating the life of Jesus through 
his crucifixion, death and reincarnation. 

But of course you do not need a religion to tell you of life and death. The natural world 
is a constant wherever you are on the planet and its lessons apply to everyone, regard¬ 
less of their personal beliefs. 

Mother Nature is often a cruel mistress, born of necessity, evolution and the survival 


of the fittest. She does not 
discriminate or enforce 
laws, outside those of 
physics. We humans are of 
course part of the tree of life 
as much as any other 
branch, but sometimes we 
like to think we own the 
tree and everything in it. 

Turning up the lane to 
my house last week, I was 
saddened to see a large 
woodpigeon flapping help¬ 
lessly in the middle of the 
road. Two cars drove over 
it, the drivers barely blink¬ 
ing. I made sure it was safe 
to stop and collected the 
bird. Taking him the next 
day to the excellent Cuan 
House Wildlife Rescue cen¬ 
tre in Much Wenlock. He 
was treated for a broken 
wing, bandaged and is cur¬ 
rently recovering. 

Driving back to Shrews¬ 
bury, I got to thinking - did 
the driver who hit the bird 
care? Did the people who 
drove past and over it care? 
Did they think wood 
pigeons were numerous 



beyond reckoning, for 
indeed, they are. Did they 
think they are not worth 
the petrol money to pick 
them up; it’s arguable. 

Did they think the bird 
was a pest and deserved to 
perish at the hands of the 
people it had robbed of 
seed? In short, did they sim¬ 
ply think to 

themselves...it’s only a 
pigeon? 

A species other than 
homo sapiens is usually 
labelled a pest by homo 
sapiens if they interfere 
with our lives and are an 
annoyance, serious or triv¬ 
ial. 

A serious annoyance 


would be a Bengal tiger in 
the Sunderbans, an area of 
India known for its man- 
eaters. There, the people 
complain that there are far 
too many tigers, one of the 
rarest animals on Earth. In 
Britain we complain that 
there are too many pigeons, 
become blase about them 
and pass one in dire need on 
the road; one that is a victim 
of our own carelessness. 

I’m not going to change 
the world with a simple col¬ 
umn, but please, just slow 
down on country roads. 

Children and other 
pedestrians should of 
course come first, but just 
because there is not a school

or house for miles, doesn’t 
mean there isn’t a living 
being in danger round the 
corner. 

It is now that birds are 
most vulnerable. The nest¬ 
ing season is under way and 
whether it’s as ‘common’ as 
a pigeon or as ‘rare’ as a 
golden oriole, we owe them 
respect and tolerance. 

On a similar flight path, 
April must surely see the 
absolute end of our winter 
migrants. The UK was priv¬ 
ileged to play host to a 
larger array of feathered 
visitors this year than nor¬ 


mal. 

My favourite was the 
waxwing. Flocks of several 
hundred were a frequent 
sight in Shropshire from 
November to March, but 
now they must return to the 
hedgerows and trees of 
Scandinavia for their own 
nesting season. I for one, 
will certainly miss them.

Car drives shift in public attitude 



HYUNDAI INTENDS to be right 
up there as a global leader in 
environmental technologies 
and the arrival of the ilO Blue is 
a major step forward. 

This car will contribute significantly 
to a reduction in the company’s Euro¬ 
pean average emissions figure and is a 
surprisingly good drive too. 

Hyundai claim the ilO is the only five- 
seat car on sale in the UK that achieves 
less than lOOg/km C02 at under £10,000 
- though I question the five-seat claim, 
you wouldn’t want to travel too far as a 
third seat passenger. 

And that also means you pay no road 
tax to drive this car off the garage fore¬ 
court. 

The ilO is big business for Hyundai. 
Mixing unexpected quality with a high 
specification and affordability, the car 
has driven a dramatic shift in the pub¬ 
lic’s attitude towards Hyundai. 

It quickly became the brand’s biggest- 
selling model in Europe in 2009, and has 


picked up numerous awards worldwide. 
Hyundai intends to build on its success 
with this refreshed 2011 model. 

Chief among the changes are enhance¬ 
ments to the ilO’s design - both in the 
cabin and on the exterior of the car - 
which gives the latest model a more 
upmarket presence. 

New to the 2011 model range is the 
Hyundai ilO Blue - the most fuel-effi¬ 
cient car Hyundai has ever produced. 

The ilO Blue produces just 99g/km 
C02 thanks to the introduction of the 
new 1.0-litre “Kappa” engine and the 
addition of Hyundai’s Blue Drive tech¬ 
nology. 

Blue Drive adds extra features to the 
standard specification that are specifi¬ 
cally designed to enhance fuel economy. 

This includes ISG (Intelligent Stop 
and Go) - a system that automatically 
kills and re-engages the engine when the 
car is idling to save fuel - low-rolling 
resistance tyres, an alternator manage¬ 
ment system, and an “eco shift” indica¬ 
tor to help the driver use the car as 
efficiently as possible. 

These “stop and go systems” are 
becoming increasingly popular and while 
their benefits are obvious, I still get a 
small panic sensation when the engine 
suddenly dies out, particularly when 
there’s a big truck breathing right down 
your neck. 

A special “Blue Drive” badge is fitted 
to mark the car out as one of Hyundai’s

most efficient, environmentally friendly 
models. 

One thing I like about the new ilO is 
that, unlike rival models that are 
designed to maximise fuel economy, 
heavy but still important items such as 
the spare wheel have not been sacrificed 
in the pursuit of low emissions - how I 
hate those emergency tyres. 

At £9,195 the ilO is the cheapest car in 


sector, though metallic paint pushed the 
test car price up to £9,600. 

But for this you get a list of impressive 
standard items such as: Intelligent Stop 
& Go technology (ISG), rear spoiler, 13” 
steel wheels with low rolling resistance 
tyres, air conditioning, ABS with EBD, 
electric windows (front), coloured keyed 
bumpers, body coloured side mouldings, 
central locking (with tailgate 
unlock/lock), chrome radiator grille, dual 
airbag (driver and passenger) with cut 
off switch, side airbags, six speakers, 
stereo RDS radio/CD player with MP3 
compatibility, USB and Aux connections 
for iPod plug in, tachometer and tinted 
glass. 


The ilO is one of the best city cars out 
there and also the cheapest both to buy 
and run. 

I’ve not driven a quieter three cylinder 
engine and it’s perky enough to drive. 
And this version has the smoothest 
three-cylinder engine we’ve ever encoun¬ 
tered. 

The suspension is compliant enough to 
take the sting out of potholes, yet con¬ 
trolled enough to make the car feel stable 
on a country road. The wheel stays sur¬ 
prisingly light at low speed so parking is 
a real joy and the short-throw gearshift 
has a nice, snappy feel. 

Driving the ilO was a surprising plea¬ 
sure.

MOTOR MANUFACTURER Saab is 
launching a campaign to bring back 
quality family time in the car and a 
competition to find the best car game. 

A poll of parents, commissioned by 
Saab GB, showed that while the car is 
the most popular mode of transport for 
families, parents weren’t taking 
advantage of this opportunity to 
engage with their children.

OSWESTRY OFFICIAL 
John Davies is in the 
record books after officiat¬ 
ing two football games on 
the same day for different 
countries. 

Davies is believed to 
have become the first man 
to ever officiate under two 
different national football 
associations on the same 
day and on the same pitch! 

He began Saturday 
afternoon by running the 
line at the Shropshire 
County Premier League 
game between Morda 
United and Dawley Villa - 
a game run in the English 
system - before swapping 
his flag for a whistle and 
taking charge of Morda 
Reserves against Waterloo 
Colts in the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire League divi¬ 
sion two - a Welsh FA 
match. 

And Oswestry-based 
Davies, 66, said that was a 
quiet day at the office by 
his standards. 

He said: “It’s nothing for 
me to referee three games 
in a day so to do two was 
actually quite quiet. 

“I ran the line at the first 
game which was Morda 
United against Dawley 
Villa and then took the 
whistle for the Morda 
Reserves game straight 
after. 

“It is very unsual to ref¬ 
eree in effectively two dif¬ 
ferent countries on the 
same day - even if the two 
games were on the same 
pitch. 

“I’ve never done that 
before.” 

Both games passed off 


without incident for Davies 
- the only incident of note 
being in the first game 
where Dawley arrived with 
just eight players. 

And he is back in action 
this weekend when he takes 
charge of Llanraheadr’s 
home game in the Spar Mid 
Wales League. 

“I might have Sunday off 
although I usually get a 
phone call on a Saturday 
night asking me to do some 


junior matches for Oswes¬ 
try Boys Club so we will 
wait and see.” 

A former player himself, 
John is well known in the 
Oswestry football circles. 

As a qualified UEFA B 
coach he has coached hun¬ 
dreds of youngsters over the 
years, often later refereeing 
them as they progressed 
through local leagues.
